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she intended removal; and obtained a 
fit of execution. This fift he prevailed 
pon the tenants to intimate to Glenure ; 
who was pui to the trouble and capence of 
g journey to Edinburgh, before he could 
hove the groundlets bill of fufpenfion an- 
fwered ; Which was indeed all that was 
neceflary in order to make it be refuted. 
Mr Stewart, my Lerd, hitle fatistied 
with this unfuccefsful attempt, which 
confirmed Glenure’s influence at the ex- 
peice of his own; and finding himfelf 
to = to quit the country, ap id to aban- 
his faveurite plan of popularity, form- 
ed a molt defperaie fcheme of revenge, 
no Jefs than a plot to take away the lite 
f Glenure in the baieft manner. In 
iance of this {cheme, he was at pains, 
over all the country, to reprefent Glen- 
ure’s conduét in the moft difady antageous 
light; and when he thought there was 
a general odium railed, he had recourle, 
in a more particular manner, to thofe in 
whom he could moft certainly contide, 
to thole who were moft eaty to ‘be ftirred 
up, and moft inclined to any defperate 
deed. Different fets of fuch men, my 
Lord, he affembled at ditterent times ; 
and, afier expatiating againft Glenure’s 
ill condua, he uled all his art to convince 
them, that i it was their duty to free the 
country of what he was pleafed to call 
Gienure’s oppreffion ; telling them, that 
he had once feen commoners in Appin who 
would, long ere then, have itopped his 


career; and that he could affure any of 


them, who was hardy cnough to under- 
‘ake it, a certain efcape to France, and 
ahand{ome penfion afterwards! By thote 
methods, my Lord, Mr Siewart ufed his 
urmoft endeavours to ftir up fome hot- 
headed rutian to the execution of his plot. 
But his endeavours were long ufed in 
vain, till at length Allan Breck Siewart 
Was thrown in his way; a man marked 
out tor fuch a purpote ; ; a deferter from 
our fervice to that of the French; one 
Ww ho, 
delperate fortune, but who, inthis, had 
hot only loft all title to the protection of 
tic law, but was become obnoxious to 
its bverch penalties. This man James 
Stewart immediately laid hold of and 
theithed. It was caly to ftir him up tp 


in both countries, was a man of 
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refentment. To him therefore he com- 
municated the whole of his defion, and 


with him he concerted the execution of 


it. Allanhad nothing to loic; thererore 
it was determined he fhould be he actor, 
whilft James Stewart fhouid lie by, to pro- 
tecthim, and toturn the mifchiet as much 
as poflible to hisown advantage. Happi- 
ly, my Lord, keennetfs and reicutment, as 


ufual in crimes, got here the beiier of 


caution, not only with Alian, but even 
with’ the more fagacious James: for, in 
the midft of their moft cunning conti- 
vances, they could not refrain trem ut- 
tering fich ftrong and pariucular thieats 
againit Glenure, immediately pointed 
them out for the objects of gencral tulpie 
cion. Both of them have many iimes 


threatened him with death, and beth of 


them have even gone beyond geneial 
terms: for Allan declared, he could, 
onthe firfi occafion, fooot him as he uculd 
a black cock; an expreifion very apylica- 

le to the bafe manner which he atier- 
wards made ule of ; and James, ftill more 
inveteraie, {wore, in the fulnefs of his 
heart, That he evould Glenure, even 
if he himlel vas fo difabled as to be obliged 
to po upon his knees to a cvindow in order to 
doit. ‘Thele are initances ot the threats 
which they made ufe of; which firft 
pointed them out, and which muit fill 
go a great way in con waren every 
thinking man, that th ey, and they only, 
were bis murderers. 

In confequence of their laft refolution, 
that Allan tho. Id aét, whil{t James ftood 
at the helm, Alan laid himfeif out to 
get particular information of Glenure’s 
motions: and tor that purpofe he contri- 
ved to make a vifit at Fatnacloich, the 
very next houfe to Glenure, and within 
a mile of it. There he remained upog 
the look-out till Monday the 11th, when 
Gienure fet out trom his ov a houle for 
Fort-William. Upon which Allan im- 
mediately repaired to his atfociate James, 
to communicate the intelligence he had 
cot, wiz. “Phat Glenure was gone to 
Lochaber ; that he was reiolved to per 
filt in removing the tenants of Ardtheil, 
and was certainly to return for that pur- 
po fe betore the term-day, the 15th. Ha- 
ving upon this information confulted to- 


gether, 
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gether, and fettled the plan of operati- 
ons; the pannel furnithed his friend with 
a drefs more proper tor what he was go- 
ing about, giving him a fuit of his own 
cloaths, a black fhort coat, troufers, and 

a blue bonnet; and, thus equipped, he 
f t out the next morning, Tuelday the 
sath. But knowing that Glenure might 
potlibly not return tor a day or two, 
order to avoid fufpicion, he made a tour 
amony his relations, going firft to Balla- 
eheliih, from thence to Glenco, trom 
thence to Callart, where he ftaid Tuel- 
day night, and, on W ednelday the 13th, 
he went back, by the faine rout, to Bal. 
Jachelith ; in all which circuit, he was at 
hand to lay wait for Glenure, at whate- 
ver time he fhould return from Lochaber, 
On Thuriday the 14th, when there was 
a moral certainty that Glenure would 
return, (he having appointed a meeting 
with feveral gentlemen in the country of 
Appin that evening), Allan left Balla- 
cheliih’s houfe under pretence of fifhing, 
and, very foon after, appeared at the 
ferry of Ballachelith, by which Glenure 
mult neceflarily pals, in his way from 
Lochaber to Appin. There he met the 
ferryman, and haittily calling him afide, 
m juired, with more than ordinary ear- 
neftnels andansicty, if Glenure h ad pall- 
ed the e thar day; and being anfwered 
that he had not, Allan immediately ran 
up the bill, towards the high grounds a- 
bove the houlce; from whence he had a 
view of the country around, on both fides 
of the loch, and a thort pailage into the 
wood of Leitermore. In this wood, my 
Lord, it was that he marked out a moit 
proper ftation fer the execution of his 
dofperat a little thicket, on a 
within a tew paces of the 
alor "6 which every traveller 
neceffaril pals ; fron whence, 
himfelf unfeen, could diftin@ly tee the 
road leading to the ferry of Ballachelith 
on the Lochaber fide, and the road on 
the Appin fide, leading trom thence to 
the wood of Lettermore. Here, my 
Lord, he pofted himfelt with one or two 
runs provided for the 
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wood. Itwasthen, my Lord, that A}. 
lan Breck feized this long withed-tor op. 
portunity ; and when Glenure was com, 

within convenient diftance; this aba. 
doned affaffin fhot him dead with two 
balls from behind: a deed as cowar 

as it was barbarous and inhumane! a 
deed of which there is hardly an exam. 
ple in this part of the kingdom ; who 
inhabitants, however rafh they may be 
to brave dangers in an open manner, 
have never, till this atrocious crime ot 
their unworthy countrymen, been brand- 
ed with the ignominy of bafe and cow- 
ardly affatfination ! 

Allan having thus executed his deadly 
purpole, immediately difappeared, in or- 
der to betake himfelt to the concealment 
provided for him; calling in his way, 
after a hidden manner, and at midnight, 
at Glenco’s houfe; where he informed 
the lady and her fon, that Glenure was 
murdered, and, without any more con- 
verfation of either fide, added, as a con- 
fequence of what he fuppofed known, 
that he himfelf was immediately to leave 
the country. Soon after this, he arrived 
at his allotted retreat, the fhealing of 
Koalifnacoan, the habitation of the tn ufty 
bouman: and in a converfation which 
he and the bouman had there, he talked 
of the murder in a more remarkable man- 
ner than he had even done to Lady Glcn- 
co; for, after faintly enough denying 
his own concern in it, he told his friend, 
that he was fure the family of Ardfhcil 
would be fufpected, particularly James 
Stewart and his fon Allan; ufing this re- 
markable expreffion, That there would 
be no fear of them, if their own tong 
did not betray them, eipecially Allan's 
who he feared was more open-mout! a 
than his father. 

All this while, my Lord, the panne! 
remained at home undifturbed ; and when 
the accounts came of Glenure’ s murder, 
and every body elfe in the neighbour 
hood was haftening to go to look afict 
the corpfe, he never offered to ftir ; navy 
he would not fuffer any one of his tamily 
to go near it. He, my Lord, had other 
things to mind: not the unkappy mur 
dered, but the barbarous murderer wes 
the obje& of his attention ; his own pre- 
ervatiod

frvation was fo clofely linked with Allan 
Breck’s, that there was a necetlity for 
Allan's being kept out of the way at any 
rate: James therefore immediately 
Alexander Stewart packman, 

‘relation, and a perfon in whom he 

bad entire confidence, to Fort-William, 
with a moft prefling demand, as he him- 
(elf acknowledges, for money to fupply 
his friend Allan, and to enable him to 
make his efcape from juftice ; and when 
the packman returned with a lefs fum 
than was expected, James, in the moft 
critical jun@ture of his own affairs, added 
two thirds of the money which he had 
for his own fupport, to the fum brought 
from Fort-William, and fent away the 
fiithful packman, with this money and 
his French cloaths, to Allan Breck 3 gi- 
ving particular directions with regard to 
the place of his concealment ; a circum- 
ance no one can well be fuppofed to 
have known who was not in the fecret, 
who was not originally privy to the crime 
tor which he was obliged to have recourfe 
io that concealment. 

Thele, my Lord, are the facts which, 
[have reafon to believe, will foon be 
proved to your Lordfhip. The gentle- 
man has been pleafed to exprefs his fur- 
pre, that, after fo ftrict an inquiry, 
this fhould be all that is made appear ; 
and to fay that thefe facts are trivial, and 
wot relevant to infer the crime. But I 
canot think any impartial man who has 
read the indictment now in my hand, will 
yin in the gentleman’s furprife; on the 
wntrary, believe every fuch perfon 
mult jom with me, in thinking no fmall 
jrailc due to the very proper encourage- 
ment and afliftance of the crown, and 
the very uncommon diligence and ac- 
tity of the private profecutors, which 
‘gether have been able to throw fo 
much light upon fo dark a feene. Your 
Lordthip has been told, that the faéts 
Senuoned are not fufficient to infer the 
“ime hbelled. Eneed hardly obferve, 
ny Lord, that fuch crimes are particu- 

‘rly villanous and deftruétive, from the 
aaten and concealed manner in which 
“*y arc committed, which allows of no 
‘nce, and too often fcreens from pu- 
“ment: their very nature dees not ad- 
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mit of fuch a proof as may be expected 
in other cafes; a proof by circumftances 
is all that can be looked for. Indeed, 
when that is conclufive, it is of all o- 
thers the moft convincing. Wituefles 
may be partial, they may be perjured; 
but a clofely-conneéted chain of circum 
{tances is liable to none of thofe objedi- 
ons. Now, my Lord, [humbly appre- 
hend, no chain of circumftances can be 
{tronger, nor more clofely conne¢ted, 
than that which I have jutt laid before 
your Lordfhip. You fee a difcontent, 
rationally, nay probably accounted tor; 
the itrongeft and particular threats 
following that difcontent, and the com- 
miflion of the crime as immediately fol- 
lowing thefe threats ; the cleareft inftance 
of the malum minatum, et damnum fecutum. 
But it does not reft here: You fee, my 
Lord, the murderer traced from day to 
day, from hour to hour, from place to 
place, to the very day, the very hour, 
almoft to the very {pot in which the mur- 
der was committed ; and you fee his affo- 
ciate, in the {tri¢teft connection and inti- 
macy with him, caballing in private, and 
furnifhing him with a proper drefs before 
the murder, and after it furnifhing him 


with cloaths and money, to enable him — 


to fly from juftice; and, what deferves 
particular attention, you fee his aflociate 
minutely acquainted with the place of his 
concealinent, the place previoufly pointed 
out for his retreat; and the murderer, 
in that retreat, where he thought himfelf 
in fafety, expretling his concern for his 
friend in very remarkable terms; in 
terms which carry a {trong conviction of 
their guilty confpiracy, but, at the fame 
time, fhew the cunning with which they 
were conf{cious of having contrived it. I 
cannot doubt, but your Lordfhip will 
think this a chain of circumitances, more 
than fufficient to infer the crime libelled. 
At the fame time I muft beg leave to ob- 
ferve, that in fuch an indictment as this, 
there was no necetlity of mentiening any 
one circumftance; it would have been 
fufficient in law, and the gentlemen ac- 
knowledge it, to have libelled art and 
part in general terms; that is, That, 
time and place libelled, the crimie was 
comunitted, and that the pannel was

Mr Chairman, 
Hether the immediate election of 
\ the Archduke Joleph as King of 
the Romans, be a right or 2 wrong mea- 
fure, is not the queftion now betore us ; 
for a meafure may in itfelf be right, that 
is to fay, it may be the intereit of this na- 
tion to have it brought about, and yet it 
may be wrong in us to attempt it, or at 
leat it may be wrong in us to become 
the chicf actors, and to be at the chief 
expence in bringing it about. To prove 
this, I need not dive very decp into the 
hiltory of patt times, or the politics of 
future. To have had the pragmatic 
function of the late Emperor religioufly 
obterved, and all is domimions tran{mit- 
ted entire to his next fucceifor, was in 
iilelf a right meafure ; butin the circum- 
{tances Europe was thrown into by his 
death, it became impoflible to be accom- 
plithed. And our intermeddling in it fo 
agen as we did at the beginning, that 
sy, when the King of Prutha frit invaded 
Silelia, not only brought on the lait 
war, but brought the houle of Auftria to 
the very brink ‘of deftruction: for if we 
had then plainly told the court of Vien- 
na, that we could not intermeddle in 
their ditpute with the Ning of Prutlia, 
that court would probably have come to 
an agreement with him at the expence of a 
{mal} part of Silefia; and if thev ha 
slone this, 1 am; per fuad lod no war would 
have happened in Europe; becauie, if 
thole two powers had by fuch an agree- 
ment been firmly unite d, no other prince 
in kurope w os have ventured to attack 
the Queen of Hungary: nor would 
France have potitiin. to prompt any of 
the:n to do fo by a promife of her ailift- 
ance; for the Dutch and we, with the 
afliftance of Pruffia, w ane have becn 
able to tupport that houfe againft any con- 
tederacy that could ates been formed 
againit it. But by the promiies we made 
to the court of Vienna, and the proje&

prevented any fuch agreement; ang 
thereby occat toned fuch a confeder

dem continued, but to have it made he- 
reditary in the family of Auftria. Nay, 
j will go tarther, 1 believe it would be 
our intereft to have that family eftablifhed 
in an abfolute fovereignty over the whole 
German empire : and however much this 
might be contrary to the intereft of the 
srinces of Germany, I believe it would 
not be repugnant to the intereit of the 
people in general; for they might per- 
haps live more happily, and extend their 
trade more eafily, by means of their great 
navigable rivers, than they can do at 
prefent: and if the Emperor was as ab- 
jolute in Germany as the French king 
now isin France, I am fure we fhould 
have nothing to fear from the overgrown 
power of the houfe of Bourbon. If it 
were poilible, therefore, to render the 
houle of Auftria the abfolute and heredi- 
tary fovereigns of the whole German em- 
pire, the meafure would be right in it- 
elf; but will any one fay, it would be 
right in us to attempt it? So far other- 
wile, Sir, that we fhould moft cautioufly 
void engaging in any project that may 
em to tend this way; becaufe it will 
‘lways give France a great advantage 
“erus. The princes of Germany know 
4’ well as we do, that it is our intereft 
to render the Emperor their abfolute ma- 
ter; and that, on the other hand, it is 
he intereft of France to preferve their in- 
tependency. We fhould therefore be 
‘tremely cautious of engaging in any 
mealure, that may but feem to have a 
tendency towards overturning what they 
call the liberties of the Germanic body ; 
vecaule ia that cafe it will be eafy for 
france to perfuade many of them to ac- 
‘pt of Lubtidies from her, and to join in 
‘er meafures, under pretence of her ha- 
02 noe other view but that of preferving 
Scr mdependency ; which it is fo much 


T mtereft to take care of, becaufe, 
wailft that is preferved, they will never 
ailut the houfe of Auftria in any ainbiii- 
projects againit her. 

‘Now, Sir, I thall leave to gentlemen 


to confider, whether our being fo ver 
folicitous about having the Archduke Jo- 
feph chofen King of the Romans in the 
litetime of his tather, may not feem to 
fome of the princes of Germany as a {tep 
towards overturning their liberties; for 
we all know, that for the prefervation 
of their liberties they depend very much 
upon the capitulations that are to be figned 
and {worn to by every Emperor at his 
election. It any thing has been pra¢tifed 
during the former reign, if any innova- 
tion has been introduced, that may fcem 
ot bad confequence towards their hiber- 
ties, they take care to provide againtt it 
by a capitulation at the next election. 
But they fay, and rightly fay, that were 
the fon to be chofen in the Emperor his 
father’s lifetime, the reigning Emperor 
might have fo much influence as to pre- 
vent any fuch capitulation’s being infifted 
on; and thus their liberties might by des 
grees be rendered precarious, and at lait 
utterly fubverted. This is the reafon, 
Sir, that the princes of Germany have 
always been fo fhy of chufing a King of 
the Romans betore the death of the km- 
peror ; and this reafon will, Ifear, now 
prevail, notwithftanding all the fubfidies 
we have granted, or can grant. The 
meafure may perhaps be right; but our 
interpofing in it fo earneftly and fo openly 
is wrong. Nay, if any thing fhould oc- 
cafion a conteft about the eleétion upon 
the prefent Emperor’s death, it will, in 
my opinion, be our having appeared fo 
itrenuoufly tor the eleétion of his fon du- 
ring his life. Befides, I really doubt 
whether it be the intereft of the prefent 
Emperor to have his fon chofen hing of 
the Romans during his lifetime. It is not 
the intereft of any fovereign prince to ren- 
der his fon and heir-apparent entirely in- 
dependent of hin ; for in hiftory we often 
find the fon endeavouring to dethrone the 
father: and if we confider what circum- 
{tances the prefent Emperor would be in, 
if the prefent Emprefs fhould die betore 
him, we muft conclude, that it would 
not be very fafe for him to have his fon 
chofen King of the Romans previous to 
that event; for the fon would then of 
courfe fucceed to all the dominjons of 
Auitria ; fo tharthe scould be 
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reduced to the fingle duchy of Tufcany ; 
where the fon, it he were then likewile 
King of the Romans, might tell him, he 
suit go and refide, and leave the govern- 
ment of theempire to him. Nay per- 
haps he might tell him, that as he was 
cin grown old, and unfit for this world, 
he mutt tollow the example of his ance- 
{tor Charles V. by retiring to a monaite- 
ry, and leaving to him the duchy of Tul- 
cany, as well as the Imperial diadem. 
Wcccas, it the fon be not chofen hing 
of the Komans betore that event, he mult 
depend upon his father the Emperor tor 
his tuccefSs in being ele¢ted, and mutt 
contn ie that dependence during the lite 
of his iather.

This, Sir, would be fuch an expence, 
as even our minifters, 1 believe, never 
agined the nation would bear, not- 
wiht g the ready compliance they 
we fo long met Wi h, as to every e€x- 
pence they have been pleated to load 
us with. Theretore I cannot fuppole, 
that this was any of their rcafons for a- 
ereeing to this fubfidy; and, in fhort, 
Sir, every reafon that has etme ailigned 
by our minifters, or their tricnds, tor 
our granting this fubiidy, appears upon 
examination to be fo chimer ical, that I 
mult fuppofe there is a reafon am petio, 
which has not been, nor ever will be 
mentioned by them. If we had before 
us a lift of ali the important affairs now 
depending before the diet of the empire 
at Ratilbon, we might perhaps be able 
to ditcover, and point out the true rea- 
fon for granting thefe fubfidies. By nu- 
merous ailemblies the problem among 
civilians, Num datur cafus pro amico, is 
always determined in the afhrmative : 
friendthips and connections always add 
creat weight to the arguments that are 
made ufe of, in fuch affemblies, for either 
of the contending parties; and though a 
fublidy could not procure the corrupt 
vote, it may procure the friendfhip, and 
that triendfhip may bials the judgment, 
een of a fovereign prince of Germany. 
in this light theretore a fubfidy may be 
wifely and ufetully granted: but the 
misfortune is, that if we fhould obtain a 
cecree of the diet in our favour, I am 
araid, an appeal would be made to the 
vitima ratio regum: and how this appeal 
might be determined, I fhall not pre- 
tend to foretel ; shows [ may venture 
to prophefy, that the fubfidies we now 
tant, would contribute very little to- 
Wards its being determined in our fa- 
‘our: and if it were, the prize would, 
to this nawion at leaft, be like a New- 
market plate, not near worth the ex- 
Pence of obtaining it. Confequently, 
even this reafon, which is the beft that 
can be aligned, ougot hot to prev: ail 
With us, in our pre feint circumftances, 
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Before I fit down, Sir, T muft beg 
leave to confider a little that hobgoblin, 
the danger of our being involved in a war 
with the whole houfe of Bour bon, and 
the necetfity we thould then be under of 
calling upon our alles to attack fome of 
the branches of that houle by 
whilft we carried on the war againtt 
them by fea. In the firft place, 1 be- 
lieve no gentleman will fhy, that the 
fublidies we now grant can render us 
certain of our allies being ready to ai- 
{wer our call. Some of them, I am 
convinced, would not: nay, 
them might perhaps do as they did 
the laft war, accept of fubfidic. 
or join with the houte ef Bourben. 
fuppofing they fhould be all ready to an- 
fiver our call; if they would agree to 
carry on the war by land at their own 
expence, or to require but a fimall fhare 
of the expence trom us, I fhall admit, 
that we fhould be very much obliged to 
them: but when we confider their be- 
haviour in the three laft wars, in which 
we generoufiy engaged as principals a- 
gainit the houle of Bourbon at their de- 
fire, can we expedt, that when they en- 
gage at ours, they will not infift upon 
our being at the chief expence of carry- 
ing on the war by land, and the whole 
expence of carrying it on by fea? And 
it they fhould do this, their afliftance 
would do us more burt than good ; be- 
caule it would difable us from carrying 
on the war by fea and in America wiih 
any eflect; and fhould we, by an extra- 
ordin ary exertion of our naval ftrenpth, 
make any conqueits in America, the if- 
fue of the war would probably be the 
fame with that of the lait, we fhould be 
obliged to reftore our conguefts in A- 
merica, in order to recover what our 
allies had by their indolence or mifcon- 
duct loft in Furope. 

Whether we are now in danger of 
being involved in a war with the two 
chiet branci.es of the houfe of Bourbe 
is what I do not pretend to know, 
as I never had the henour of being let 
cabinet. "Tis 
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in blood: and fo far have we been from 
embracing any opportunity tor dijunking 
them, that upon a certain famous occa- 
fion, which moit gentlemen remember, 
and all have heard of, we put ourfelves 
to a great expence tor diliolving an ue 
nion that had been accidentally made 
uP, between the Spanifh branch of that 
fe and the of Auftria, and 
which by our concurrence might have 
been fo cemented as to have held to this 
day. Theretore, if we are in any fuch 
danger, we owe it cntirely to our own 
mifconduct. And granting that we are, 
I will fay, that if we fhould be involved 
in any luch war, it were better to truft 
to our own natural ftrength at fea, than 
to engage with our allies in a land-war 
upon the fame terms we did, in any of 
the three laff wars we have in conjunc- 
tion with them been engaged in: be- 

caulc, as has been already obferved by 
my Hon. friend below me, the fupport 
of an army upon the continent of Eu- 
rope will always coit this nation as much 
as double the number will coft the 
French nation, asa great part of the ex- 
pence of their armies is either in, or foon 
returns to their own country; whereas 
almoit every fhilling expence we are at 
is gone for ay, and never returns; un- 
it be to purchate a fhare in our pu- 
blic funds, and thereby add to our out- 
goings in time of peace, as well as in 
time of war. 

have now fhewn, Sir, that 
this fublidy cannot in any fuppofable 
< af be of 2A antage to this nation ; and 
therefore thall certainly give my vote 
againtt the queftion, whatever may be- 
come of the cred of our miniiters in 
their future negotiations : for as to our 
fovereign, he is no way concerned in the 
qi ueftion ; ; and to mention his name in 
our debates, is a parliamentary tranf- 
grethon, which our minitters are but too 
otten guilty of, though they mult know, 
that nothing can be more derogatory to 
the dignity of their matter, and to the 
libertics and privileges of that aflembly 
of which they have the honour to be 
memben.

The weather, at the end of the Jat 
month, and the beginning of this, was 
generaliy fair, clear, and temperav, 
though with fhowers, and fomeiimes a- 
companied with hail, intervening.

uncommonly warm, ferene, and plca- 
fant, for a tew days, about the zo!

weater aggravation of guilt, and more

ct him the object of veneration and ap- 
laufe. 
"Bac ‘SHOT, the robber, having loft 
‘¢ booty of a week among his affoci- 
ey at hazard, loaded his piftols, mount- 
‘¢ his horfe, and took the Kentith road, 
ah 4 relolution not to return till he 
Nad recruited his purfe. Within a few 
mile s of Londen, juit as he heard a 
‘lage-clock {trike nine, he met two 
Peatlemen in a poft-chaile ; which he 
_ Ouse of the gentlemen imme- 
psefented a piftol, and at the 
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fame time a fervant rode up armed with 
a blunderbufs. “Fhe robber, perceiving

He then, with 
the calm intrepidity of a hero who is fa- 
miliar with danger, proceeded to rifle 
the pockets of the dead; and the furvi- 
vor having recovered from the blow, 
and being impcrioufly commanded to de- 
liver, was now obliged to comply. 
When the victor had thus obtained the 
pecuniary reward of his prowefs, he de- 
termined to lofe no part of the glory 
which as a conqueror was now in his 
power: turning therefore to the unhap- 
py gentleman whom he had plundered, 
he condelcended to infult him with the 
applaute of confcious fuperiority ; he told 
him, that he had never robbed any per- 
fons who behaved better; and as a tri- 
bute due to the merit of the dead, and 
a token of his efteem for the living, he 
generoufly threw him back a fhilling, to 
prevent his being {topped at the turnpike. 

He now remounted his horfe, and fet 
off towards London. But at the turn- 
pike, a coach that was paying the toll, 
obftruéted his way ; and by the Jight of 
the flambeau that was behind it, he dif- 
covered that his coat was much ftained 
with blood. This difcovery threw him 
into fuch confufion, that he attempted to 
rufh by. He was however prevented ; 
and his appearance giving great reafon 
to fufpect his motive, he was feized, and 
detained.

To thefe queftions, Tam confident the 
greater part of mankind mult antwer in 
the affirmative ; and yet nothing can be 
more abfurd than their different appres 
henfions of the Hero and the Twists. 

The conduct of BaGsuort and A: 
ANDER had in general the fame motive, 
and the fame tendency ; they both fought 
a private gratification at the expence of 
others; and every circumitance in which 
they differ, is greatly in favour of Bac- 
SHOT. 

BaGcsnot, when he had loft his 
fhilling, had lott the power of gratity- 
ing every appetite, whether crinin: 
innocent ; and the recovery of this powe’s 
was the object of his expedition. 

ALEXANDER, When he fet out to con- 
quer the world, polleiied all that Bac- 
hoped to acquire, and more; 
his appetites and pailions were gravis 
as far as the gratification of them 
poilible ; ; and as the force of tempat’ 
is always {uppoted prop: ortionably to 
tenuate guilt, ALEXANDER’S 

Cc vidently greater than BAG Ss, 
caufe it cannot be pretended that 
temptation was equal. 

But though ALEXanpER could 
equally increafe the means of bis 
Lappinefs, yet he produced much m0" 
dreadtal and extenfive evil to 
the attempt. Bacsuor. killed tw? 
men; andI have related the muriet 
and its confe pans with fuch particu 
lars as ufua ily oufe that 
Wiuch often Res during narra 
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of general calamity. ALEXANDER per- 
haps deltroy ed a million ; and whoever 
releets, that cach individual of this num- 
ber had fome tender attachments which 
were broken by his death ; fome parent 
oF wite, with whom he mingled tears 
in the parting embrace, and who long- 
ed with fond folicitude for his return ; 
r perhaps fome infant whom his lehaur 
was to teed, and his vigilance protect ; 
will fee, that ALEXANDER was more 
the pelt of fociety than BacsnoT, and 
more deferved a gibbet in the propor- 
jon of a million to one. 
it may perhaps be thought abfurd to 
inguire into the virtues of BaGsHort’s 
character ; and yet virtue has never been 
thought incompatible with that of ALEX- 
eR. ALEXANDER, we are told, 
cave proof of his greatnefs of mind, by 
his contempt of danger; but as Bac- 
uor’s danger was equally voluntary 
md imminent, there ought to be no 
doubt but that his mind was equally 
oreat. Ai ENANDER indeed gave back 
tie kingdoms that he won; but after 
the conquett of a kingdom, what re- 
mained for ALEXANDER to give? To 
prince, whofe country he had invaded 
vi th unprovoked hoftility, and from 
vhom he had violently wrefted the blef- 
igs of peace, he gave a dominion over 
he widows and orphans of thofe he had 
sain; the tinfel of dependent greatnels, 
und the badge ef royal fubjection. And 
“cs not BaGsHort deferve equal ho-

Two men of war are ordered for the 
Britiye colony of Newa Scotza, on board 
of which forces will fpeedily.imbark, tor 
the turther protection of that_place. By 
Jate advices trom thence, the government 
had actually concluded a peace with the 
Michmac Jndians, and were in daily ex- 
pectation of more coming in. 

From William{burgh, in /?reinia, be- 
longing to G. Britain, they wriie, that 
the Emperor of the Cherokee nation, 
with his Emprels, was arrived there, to 
renew the treaty of triendthip with that 
government 5 and that the fix Indian na- 
tions in alliance with the Twigtwees, a 
people much more powerful than hon 
felves, had declared war againit the 
French, and the Indians their allies, on 
the tollowi ing account. A pariy of In- 
dians called Tawaws, atfifted by fome 
French, taid fiege to one of the Twigtwee 
towns, when molt of the fighting men 
Were out a-hunting, and icarcely any 
one lett befides the women, old men, 
anda few traders ; notwith{tanding which 
the town made a brave refiftance, and 
killed 36 of the French and Tawaws, 
but were at laft overpowered by num- 
bers; when all who were fo unfortunate 
as to tall into the hands of the aggreiiors, 
were put to death in a moft cr uel man- 
her. Among the prifoners there was an 

old-chief of the Twigiwees, who, for 
his great friendthip te the Britith. was u- 
jua! ly called the Briton. Him and 


-one of che Shanoah Kin; gs the y ate. They 


tipped up fome of the white mens bellies, 
and ate their hearts and livers, with ma- 
hy other fhocking acts of barbarity. The 
Ix nations were fo exalperated by this 
inh unane treatment of their allies, that 
they and all the other Indians not only 
de ty ed war, but laid themfelves under 
a folemn oath, to eat every Frenchman 
they could lay their hands on; and not 
to leave man, woman, or chilly of ihe 


Tawaw Nation alive, ‘Lhe ts atwees 
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had fent to the weftward to aflemble all 
their numerous tribes ; and when thefe ad- 
Vices came away, tomahawks and black 
Wampum were continually pafling from 
one town to another, and nothing was 
heard of among the Indians but blood 
and revenge. 

By letters from South Carolina, dated 
in February lait, we have the following 
remarkable account: That an Indian of 
the Chickclaw nation having had words 
with a Britif trader among thole 
ple, the Indian murdered him; upon 
which the Chickelaw chiefs, after a con- 
fultation, agreed that the murderer fhould 
be put to death ; in order to which he 
was led to the place of execution, where 
he trembled exceedingly, and fhewed 
great fear; that at the fight of this his 
uncle, aged about fitty, mtreated the 
chicts, that he might be executed in his 
ftcad, which was granted ; and that after 
making a ipecch to the fpeciators, rela~ 
ting to the vanities of life, and particu- 
Jariy to his nephew, who he faid had 
committed a preat crime, but, as he trem- 
bled, was not worthy < death, he im- 
mediately cut his own throat, and died 
on the fpot. 

Several more Britif fhips have lately 
been taken by the Spaniards in the bays 
of Honduras and Campeachy. 

By letters trom ‘Jamaica we are in- 
formed, that Adm. Knowles, Governor 
of that Britifh fetdlement, fince his having 
been in the admini(tration of affairs there, 
has ordered the men of war to cruize, 
which has been done with confiderable 
fuccefs for the protection of trade. He 


has alfo treated as pirates the captains of 


fome fhips pretending to be Spaimi/> guar- 
da coftas. This was the cafe with two 
named Simeon de Cuena and Domingo de 
Cuena. According to thote letters, they 
about two years and a half ago com- 
manded a litrle {{hooner named La cor 
de animas, and, in concert with two 
guarda colta brigs and a fleop of war, 
took the Hawk, a turtler belonging to 
Portroyal, on the Spanifh main, and, 
alier plundering the thip and men, 
ried her that night into Rio la Hach, 
where next morning, without any con- 
deimnation, they told her for 500 dollars.

preters allowed them. They did not 
deny the charge; but alledged, in their 
alctence, that they acted under a commif- 
fion from the King of Spain. This was 
treated as ridiculous; and as they had 
Hot even this pretended commiilion to 
produce, they were found guilty upon a 
full teiimony of the fats, and received 
fentcuce of death; but the execution of 
it was delayed ull directions fhould be got 
from Britain. We are told, that the 
Spanith ambatiador at London has got 
orders trom his court, to make the ftrong- 
eft inttances tor prey enting the execution 
of this fentence, till more perfeét infor- 
mation relative to it can be obtained from 
Jamaica.

a reinforcement of 300 Swiizers, drove 
the tormer trom feveral places whieh their 
parties had blockaded. Later accounts 
by a thiy from Guinea bear, that the 

britith have entirely driven the French 
froin the coatt of 4namaboay, and ditap- 
winted them in their attempt to draw 
over to their fide a fecond fon of the King 
of that country. 

An abitract of a pamphlet, intitled, 4 
genuine account of fome late tranfaétionsin 
the Eat Indies, has been given in the 
London Magazine. We thall infert it 
here, as it contains feveral particalars 
which it was impoftlible to colleét out of 
detached pieces of news from fuch a di- 
tance, arriving at different times, and 
often relating to fingle events without 
much connection with any thing that 
" receded. The abftraét is as follows. 

 Betore we begin we muft obferve, 
thata man called a Nabod in the Eatt 
Indies, is the Governor of a province, or 
of a fingle town and its territory, of 
whom there are now a great number in 
that part of the world. Thefe Nabobs 
are all tributary to the Mogul Empe ror ; 
but in every thing elfe they feem to be 
independent, and aét as abfolute and ar- 
birary fovereigns within their refpeétive 
territories, often ¢ arrying on wars again{t 
one Sect, and fometimes attacking 
the European fettlements upon their ¢ oat, 
without any authority trom the Mogul ; 
whofe miniiters give themfelves very little 
trouble about the diftant parts of that vaft 
empire, if they can but draw money from 
thence for dupplying their own avarice 
and luxury: therefore it is abfolutely ne- 
cellary for the E Luropeans fettled upon that 
coal, tocourt or command a regard from 

the Nabobs j in their neighbourhood. 

“In thefe circumftances Monf. Du- 
pleix, the French Governor of Pondi- 
“erry, obferving that Annaverda-Cawn, 
Nahob of Arcot, had a greater recs wa 

Enelith than for the reach, he re- 
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folved to have him depofed. For this 
purpote he entered into a plot with Mu- 
zepher Jing and Chuenda Saib, two po- 
pular men in the neighbourhood ; who 
railed an army of their friends, and be- 

ing joined by a detachment ot French 
from Pondicherry, they marched, in 
July 1749, tow ards Arcot; om the plains 
of which city they were met by Anna- 
verda-Cawn at the head of his ariny. 
But as he had trutted entirely to his own 
{treneth, without foliciting any afliftance 
trom the Englith, his army was toially 
routed, and himfelf killed. However, 
his ton, Mahomed Ally-Cawn, made his 
elcape, and took fhelterin Trichenopoly, 
a place of great ftrength to the fouth- 
vard; where, at his defire, he was pre- 
fently fupplied by the Engiifh with men 
and ammunition. 

“¢ This place the enemy then defigned 
to have laid fiege to, and marched fouth- 
ward for that purpofe ; but were pre- 
vented by Nazir Jing, Nabob of Gol- 
conda; who having entered the province 
of Arcot with a great army, obliged 
them to retreat under the walls of Pon- 
dicherry, where they incamped in March 
1750: but being foon joined by the 
whole garrifon of that place, and Na- 
zir Jing being joined by a detachment of 
Engitth from Si David's, as alfo by Ma- 
homed and the Englifh trom ‘Tricheno- 
poly, the two armies moved towards 
each other, and on the 24th O. S. en- 
gaced ; when the French and their allies 
were defeated, and obliged to retreat 
towards Pondicherry, with the 
moft of their cannon, ammunition, and 
baggage; whereupon Muzepher fing, 
came and furrendered bimtelf a prifener 
to Nazir Jing, who was his uncle. 

“« By this victory Mahomed was re- 
ftored to the nabobfhip of Arcot; but 
fome mifunderftandings having hapyened 
between Nazir fing and the Enelith, and 
alfo between Mahomed and them, they 
returned to St David’s in Auguit ; where- 
upon the French and their allies attack- 
ed Mahomed in his camp, and obtained 
an eaty victory. But Mahomed faved 
hinfelf bv flying to Nazir Jing, who 
was {til with his army at Arcot, and who 
upon this deterimiaed once more to march 

againit 
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ageinit the French; whereupon they 
were obliged to throw themieives Into 
the {trong fortrefs of Gingey, about 
twenty miles from Pondicherry. Of 
this tortrefs Nazir Jing formed the block- 
ade, which he continued until December, 
when the garifon was reduced to great 
ditrets, and the French affairs almott in 
a delperate fituaiion. But as they in all 
parts of the world teem to be better. at 
plotting and intriguing than at fighting, 
they had during this blockade formed a 
con'piracy againit Nazir Jing, into which 
his own prime minilter, and the ungrate- 
tul Muzepher Jing, had entered ; and in 
parfuance of this confpiracy Nazir Jing 
was allaffinated in his own camp, De- 
cember 5. O. S. 

“Upon Nazir Jing’s death his faid 
nephew Muzepher was proclaimed his 
fucceilor by the confpirators and the 
whole army, as no one durft oppofe 
what they and the French propoted. 
This raifed the vanity of the French 
Governor fo much, that he laid the 
plan, and actually began to build a 
town, to be called Deplezx, on the fpot 
where Nazir Jing was fo treacheroufly 
murdered, and where a monument was 
to have been erected, with a gafconading 
infeription, as i the French had here 
obtained a glorious victory. 

“ As Mahomed Ally was not able to 
ftand againit the French and their new 
allies, he was obliged once more to take 
fhelier in Trichenopoly, and folicit the 
ailiitance of the Englith; which was at 
lait promifed, upon his agrecing to the 
terms they propofed. In the mean time 
Muzepher Jing paid a vifit to the French 
Governor at Pondicherry, and after ftay- 
ing there about a month, fet out for Gol- 
conda, accompanied by a party of 300 
French, nine field-pieces, and ail necef- 
fary {tores, in order to eftablifh himéelf 
in the nabobthip of that province; ha- 
ing before his departure appointed the a- 
bove mentioned Chuenda Saib to be Na- 
bob of Arcot; who having collected a 
contiderable force, marched from Pon- 
dicherry to beliege Trichenopoly, after 
reducing fome litle forts in his way. 
Bat by this time Mahomed Ally’s treaty 
With the Englith was concluded, aud on 
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March 24. 1750-1 O.S. a body of sc 
men under the command of Cay. (iy. 
gen, marched trom St David's o his 
ance, and were joined by all the torccs x 
could raife at Valconda, about >c mile 
to the weit of St David’s. the iq 
armies had a rencounter ; which, by ih 
treachery of the Indian Governor of i, 
place, turned out to the difadvantage of 
the Englith and their allics; tor they 
were obliged to retreai precipiiately, w it 
the lois of a contiderable quaniiy of 
ammunition and baggage; and being 
deierted by feveral ot Mahomed’s troo; 
they were at laft forced to fecure them 
felves by incamping under the wails of 
Trichenopoly, atter pafhng ihe me 
Calderon with fome difficulty. 

“¢ This river the enemy lisewile poi. 
ed, and incamped at Syrringham pea 
Trichenopoly, but had not yet tore 
fuficient to befiege it in form; and in 
the mean time it was refolved at St D.- 
vid’s to make a diverfion, by fending anew 
detachment into the province of Arcot ; 
and for this purpofe Mr Clive offered his 
fervice as a voluntier, though he was 
not then inthe army. According!y, be 
imbarked, Aug. 22. with 130 men 
under his command, for Fort St George, 
where he was joined by 80 more; and 
with this force he marched crols the 
country, and took poileffion of Arcot 
without oppofition ; where he behaved 
with fo much moderation and generolity, 
that he gained the good-will of the peo 
ple to a high degree. Es 

This diverfion had the defired eflec: 
for Chuenda Saib’s fon was detacled 
with a great part of their army fom 
Trickenopoly ; upon whole app! gach Mu 
Clive fhut himfelf up in the caitle of Ar 
cot; to which they laid fiege, and ha 
ving made two breaches, they at lath 
Oct. 14. made a general aflault ; but 
Mr Clive had fo well prepared, that «cy 
were every where repulled with preal 
flaughter; and next day a party of Ene: 
lith, with 2000 Morrattas, which be 
been detached under Capt. hilpainss 
from Trichenopoly, appearing in 
the enemy retreated in great contulio’ 
leaving behind them their cannon, 4° 
part of their baggage. 
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“« Capt. Kilpatrick with a fufficient 
yrrilon being left in the caftle of Arcot, 
“ant. Clive marched with the reft of the 
yeas in fearch of the enemy; and co- 

ming up wich them on the plains of Ara- 
nic, gave them a total deteat, Dec. 3. ; 
atier which he reduced feveral other 
forts, wherein he lett fome of the Eng- 
ih torces, in garrifon, and with the reft 
-orurned to St David’s; where he had 
fearce been a month, before the enemy 
had collected a new army, with which 
they approached within nine miles of 
Madrafs, and plundered feveral of the 
centlemens feats thereabout. 

~ & Upon this Capt. Clive was again fent 
out with a body of Englifh troops, and 
on March 1. he came up with the enemy 
at Couverpauk or Coverupaute, about 
ffieen miles from Arcot, where he gave 
them another total defeat, and befides 
the killed, took a Lieutenant and 48 
French prifoners, with all their cannon, 
anda great quantity of warlike ftores. 

“ The whole province of Arcot being 
thus cleared of enemies, except thoie at 
Svrringham, Capt. Clive returned with 
his forces to St David’s, having in his 
way demolithed the new town called Du- 
piecx ; and Major Lawrence arriving from 
Fngland, he and Capt. Clive fet out, 
March 18. from §t David’s, with all the 
forces that could be raifed, and joined 
Capt. Gingen at Trichenopoly ; foon af- 
ter which Capt. Clive was detached with 
490 Englifh, fome Morratta horfe, and 
‘eapoys, to cut off the enemy’s retreat 
t) Pondicherry ; for which purpofe he 
atacked and took by ftorm two forts 
eurifoned by the enemy, making pri- 
mers 138 French, befides thofe that 
Were killed or drowned in the Calderon, 
on which one of the forts was fituated. 

“ During thefe tranfactions Capt. Clive 
had information, that one Capt. Dan- 
teuil, at the head of a ftrong party, had 
been fent from Pondicherry with money 
cnd ftores fof their army at Syrringham, 
‘nd that this party was then incamped 
under the walls of Valconda; where- 
“pon Capt. Clive fet out directly tor 
Valconda, attacked them in their camp, 
“rove them with great flaughter into the 
‘vty and obliged them to furrender 


themfelves prifoners of war, May 31. 
1752. 

73 By this time the enemy’s army at 
Syriingham was reduced to the greatett 
diftrefs, having neither money nor pro- 
vilions, and being deferted by moft of 
the Indians, who had come over and 
joined Mahomed Ally ; fo that Chunda 
Saib in defpair had delivered himlelf up 
tothe Nabob of Tanjore, in hopes that 
he would have faved his life: but to pre- 
vent difputes about who fhould have the 
keeping of him, he ordered his head to 
be itruck off ; and, June 3. the French 
commander, Moni. Law, capitulated, 
that the artillery and warlike ftores 


fhould be delivered up, the foldiers pri- . 


foners of war, and the officers prifoners 
upon their parole.” [xiv. 602.] 

We heard that the French ambaffador 
at London made great complaints of the 
behaviour of the Britifh forces in the lat- 
ter end of this affair, as a violation of 
the peace fubfifting between the two 
kingdoms; but received for anfwer, that 
as the French had thought proper to em- 
brace the party of the Nabob of Golcon- 
da as their ally, the Britifh, as allies of 
the Great Mogul, could not avoid the 
fupporting of his caufe, in which th 
had only imitated the example which the 
French had fet them. Afier this we 
were told, that the court of Verfailles 
had refolved to make no more noile a- 
bout the matter, till more certain and 
particular information fhould arrive of 
what had really happened. In the 
mean time we had advice from Paris, 
that the news of the advantages gained 
by the Britifh had fuch an influence on 
the actions of the French Eaft-India com- 
pany, that for fome days they bore no 
price. The Britifh company have con- 
tinued to fend reinforcements to their 
troops in that quarter. On the 1th of 
March Sir James Poulis, with his lady 
and fon, accompanied by feveral officers, 
fet out from London for Deal, to go on 
board the Stafford, in order that he might 
take the command of the company’s for- 
ces on the coaft of Malabar. We are 
alfo informed, that fome French men of 
war fitted out at Breft and Rochefort, 
are to fail for Pondicherry, having on 

board 
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board 2000 land-forces, with a great 
dea! of artillery and warlike ftores, and 
prefents for the Nabob who has been fet- 
tled in the kingdom of Golconda, {ince 
a itop was put to the late dilturbances.

His bo- 
dy was delivered to the hofpital tor dis 
fection. 

Anne Williams was burnt at a fake 
at Glouceiter, April 13. for poiloning 
her hufband. She denied the fact to 
the laft. 

On the roth of April, Mary Sguire 
the gyply was reprieved for fix weeks; 
her cafe being laid before the Atorncy 
and Solicitor General, who are directed 
to report their opinion of it to his \Mu.- 
jetty. 

On the 1gth, fome workmen making 
2 cut in Naburn Ings near York, in or- 
der to fix a new lock ia the river Owe, 
at ten feet deep found the {keleion of a 
nan, entire, laid in a bed of {tifl clay, 
and near it two fmall filver Saxon cons 
of a fort called Strcaes, on one of whid 
is ErHILRED ; the infcription on tle o- 
ther is not yet underitood.

A candid narrative of the rife and progres 
of the Herrnhuters, commonly called Mo~ 
ravians, o- Unitas tratrum, with ax 
account of their doéirines. By Henry 
Rimius. 


F this fe& Nicholas Lewis, Count 

of Zinzendorf, is the founder and 

the head; for it is not a branch of the 

ancient Moravian-church, but confilted 

originally of fome obfcure inhabitants 

of Moravia who were converted from 
Popery. 

The Count having, when he was no 
more than ten years of age, conceived 
a defign to form a fociety of believers, 
who ‘fhould employ themielves in exer- 
cifes of devotion, under his infpedction, 
began to put it in execution as foon as he 
came of age, which wasin the year 1721. 

He purchated an eftate in Berthel(derf 
in Upper Lufatia, where he fettled with 
fome other perfons, upon whom he had 
prevailed to profefs the fame fentiments : 
and from hence he fent out one Chriftian 
David, a carpenter, to propagate the 
new faith ; and David in a fhort time re- 

yies 

who were directed to build an houfe in 2 
wood, about half a Jeague from the vil- 
lage. In this houte their firft religious 
aflembly was held on St Martin’s day 
722; and others from Moravia con- 
ftantly taking fhelter under the protee- 
tion of the Count, the houfe in the wood 
was quickly furrounded by a village, 
and the inhabitants in a few years a- 
mounted to near one theufand.  Be- 
tween 


turned with fome Moravian profelytes 
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tween this wood, and the town, or vil- 
lage, is an hill called Huth-berg, * 
Town-guard hill, “This gave to 
the colonilts to cali themfelves Huth des 
burrn, and afterwards Herrnbuth, i. ¢. the 
guard, or protection, of the Lerd. 

Encouraged by the fuccefs of . David 
the carpe! the Count has himifelf 
been all over Europe, and twice in Ame- 
rica; and has fent out tellow-labourers 
throughout the world. Ner have thefe 
Jabours been ineffectual; for there are 
Herrnhuters in Penfylvania, at the Cape 
et Good Hope, in China, in Denmark, 
the Uniied Provinces, Wetteravia, and all 
parts of the Brith dominions. 

The Herrnhuters, where-ever fettled, 
eontider themfelves as under a theocra- 
ey, adminiftered by the Count, their 
Bithop ; who dclivers his mandates in 
thefe terms: efus will have it fo; the 
Lamb commands it. 

The Count, to preclude all difputation 
eoncerning the moral nature or tenden- 
cy of his injunctions, and to render his 
authority abfolute and unlimited, has 
eftablithed as fundamental maxims, That 
reafoning and philofophy are to ‘be re- 
jected ; ‘and that the fcriptures themfelves 
do not contain a rule of faith and prac- 
tice; but that Chrift, intending a new 
period in his church, has refolved to de- 
elare his will hencetorth infallibly to the 
believers; and that his will can make 
that to be morally good, which is acvain{t 
nature, and the moft virtuous action to 
be the mott criminal. Thus having ar- 
rogated revelation, and annihilated the 
immutable difference between right and 
wrong, the believer has no feruple, is 
bound by no law, and reftrained by no 
tve; the remonftrances of confcience are 
firp) prefled as contrary to faiih, and a 
man in proportion as he is religious, be- 
comes more liable to immorality, and 
more dangerous to the public. 

Herrnhutifm dees indeed by this ac- 
count appear tode not accidentally, bat 
elfentially evil; not-to have been per- 
verted to ferve the purpofes of lewd- 
nefs, rapacity, and rebe lion, but to faci- 


litate and juitify the practice of thele e- 
vities hv its dire tendency. re has 
Chiitanity, by connecting with 
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it the moft deteftable abfurdities; 453 
doctrines which it has prolly 
trupted, in figures borrowed trom ih 
“sting and terms too grofs to be reyea. 
ed. Thofe parts of the body w hich we 
are by nature taught to conceal, are {3:3 
to be the moft honourable, to typity gq 
vine myltcries, and prefigure the bcuii 
tudes of heaven. The hufdand in &; 
peculiar capacity is faid to ac as the vice. 
gerent of Chrilt; and no marriage 
held valid that is not confummated in the 
pretence of their elders. “This accou, 
however incredible for the horrid imyiciy 
which it exhibits, is faid to be principally 
felected from their own writings, aid 
the facts to be affirmed by affidavit. 

At the end of it is added a teitimoni! 
of the univerfity of Tiibingen, i which 
a former teftimonial in favour of ihe Mo- 
ravians, is declared to have been ob- 
ta'ned by fraud ; and alfo an inftrumcn 
under the feal of the theological faculty 
at Copenhagen, contradicting a 
affertion of Zinzendorf, that he had been 
examined by that faculty, a and that lus 
doGrines had been approved.

And yet your Lordfhip muft be fenfible 
this was done in Fetter-lane chapel, to 
celebrate the birthday of Mrs Hannah 
Nifihman, the prefent general eldrefs 
of your congregation ; with this addition, 
that all the fitters were feated in German 
caps, and clothed in white ; and the or- 
gan alfo illuminated with three pyramids 
of wax tapers, each of which was tied 
with a red ribbon; and over the head of 
the general eldrefs was placed her own 
picture, and over that (Aorrefco referens !

The floor was 
covered with fand and mofs, and in the 
middle of it was paved a {tar of different- 
coloured pebbles ; upon that was placed 
a gilded dove, which fpouted water out 
of its mouth into a velfel prepared for 
its reception, which was curioufly decked 
with artificial leaves and flags. The 
room was hung with mofS and fhells. 
The Count, his fon, and fon-in-law, in 


honour of whom all this was done, with 


Mrs Hannah Nitfchman, and Mr Peter 
Bochler, and fome others, were prefent. 
Thele were feated under an alcove, fup- 
ported by columns made of pafteboard ; 
and over their heads were painted an o- 
val, in imitation of marble, containing 
he cyphers of Count Zinzendorf’s fami- 
ly. Upon a fide-table was a little altar 
covered with fhells; and on each fide 
the altar was a bloody heart,, out of, or 
near which proceeded flames. The room 
was urninated with wax tapers, and 
muucians placed int an adjacent apart- 
ment, while the company performed 
their devotions, and regaled themfelves 
{wect-meats, coffee, tea, and wine.

ever uftrp an authority, not only over 
-people’s confciences, but properties alfo ; 
or draw in the members of their refpec- 
tive congregations to difpole of whole pa- 
trimonies at once, or to be bound for 
thoufands more than they knew in their 
own confciences they were worth? And 
yet, your Lordfhip knows, this has been 
dore again and again, in order to ferve 
the brethren for feveral years laft paft 5 
and that too at, or very near the time, 
when, in order to procure an act in their 
favour to go abroad, (which now ap- 
pears to be rather a {cheme to fettle at 
home), they boafted to an Englifh pare 

liameat how immenfely rich they were. 
Your Lordfhip cannot but be fenfible, 
that at this prefent time you ftand in- 
debted to fundry perfons to the value of 
40,000 I. Sterling ; and unlels fome of 
your brethren had agreed to ftay fix 
years for about 20,coo1. due to them, 
(though after the expiration of that 
term, as they have no fecurity, in all 
probability they will be juft where they 
are now) ; and if the creditors alfo, up- 
on confideration of fome bonds given, 
and mortgages made for principal and 
intereft, had not agreed to ftay four 
years for 21,0001. more ; many of the 
poor Englifh brethren, who, out of 1 
know not what kind of infatuation, have 
not only given their all, but have been 
bound for thoufands more than they are 
able to pay, muft cither have immedi- 
ately become bankrupts, and thereby 
the creditors perhaps not have had a fhil- 
ling in the pound; or have been obliged 
to fhut up their fhops, go to prifon, or 
be turned out into the wide world, to 
the utter ruin of themfelves and families. 
The diftrefs and anguifh of mind that 
hundreds have been involved in upon this 
very account, is, I believe, unfpeakable. 
Who but themfelves, my Lord, can tell 
the late perplexity of their minds, who 
have been already arrefted, or obliged 
to break off their refpective partnerfhips ? 
Or what words can exprefs the great 
concern Mr F. and Mr T. G. in Throg- 
morton-ftreet, muft have been necefla- 
rily under, when they found that bills had 
been drawn in thcir name, unknown to 
them, to the value of 48,0001? And 
how 
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how pitiful, my Lord, mutt the prefent 
circum{tances of young Mr Rhodes be, 
who, to ftop a little of the above mention - 
ed gap, was prevailed on, your Lordfhip 
knows by whom, about eightcen months 
ago, to feil his eftate of above goo]. a- 
year, and went, or was fent off to 
France? 
Mr Rhodes was of mean birth and oc- 
Cupation (Mr Whitefield tells us); but, 
upon the unexpected falling of many 
lives, became fuddenly poffefled of an e- 
{tate of above 400]. a-year; and to 
ferve the brethren, after many importu- 
nities, he was induced to dilpofe of it. 
Mr Lee the banker purchaled it, and 
Mel. Freeman and Grace received 60001. 
of the money towards what was due to 
them. Pefides this, Mr Rhodes was 
bound for many thoufands more. This 
made him very uneafy ; and fearing the 
confequence, he one afternoon, about 
ten weeks ago, {tole an with 
two fing!e brethren, and befeeched them 
for Chriit’s fake to let him have 25 1. ; 
for the payment of which he left them his 
watch, bureau, horfe, and faddle. He 
then took his leave, faying, in all pro- 
babiliry he fhould never fee them any 
more; and having nothing to {pare to 
Jeave behind for his poor mother, (who 
is {ince dead), was content to fend her a 
few parting lines. Since he has been

the horfe, watch, bureau, and 
jdaddle, were fold for 271. 3s. fo that 
the young man has the balance in bank. 

The following very fingular expedient 
was made ule of by one of the brethrens 
bifhops, in order to ftrengthen the taith, 
and to raife the drooping fpirits of Mr 
William Beil, who hath been unhappily 
drawn in, with feveral others, to be one 
of their agents. On Mr Bell’s birthday 
he was fent for from his houle in Nevil’s- 
alley, Fetter-lane, and introduced into 
a hall, in the fame alley, where was 
placed an artificial mountain, Which, up- 
on fingivg a particular verte, was made 
to fall down, and then behind it was 
difcovered an illumination, reprefenting

a moft curious manutcript of the celebra- 
ted Longinus. As I know you will ea- 
gerly embrace every opportunity of con- 
iributing to promote, or rather revive, 
2 reverence and love for the sackED 
WRITINGS, I fend you the following 
extra& tranflated from this extraordinary 
work. 


My dear Terentianus, 

OU may remember, that in my 

treatife on the fublime, 1 quoted a 
ftriking example of it trom Moles the 
Jewith lawgiver: Let there be light, and 
there was light. 1 have fince met with 
a large volume tranflated into Greek by 
the order of Prolomy, containing all the 
religious opinions, the civil laws and cu- 
ftoms of that fingular and unaccountable 
people. And to confefs the truth, Iam 
greatly aftonifhed at the incomparable 
elevation of its ftyle, and the supreme 
grandeur of its ees many of which 
exce] the utmoft efforts of the moft ex- 
alted geniufes of Greece. 

At the appearance of GOD, the 
mountains and the forefts do not only 
tremble, as in Homer, but are melted 
down like wax at his prefence. He vides 
not on a {wift chariot over the level waves, 
like Neptune ; but comes flying upon the 
aings of the wind: awhile the floods clap 
their hands, and the hills and forefis, and 
earth and heaven, all exult together before 
their Lord. And how doft thou conceive, 
my friend, the exalted idea of the uni- 
verfal prefence of the infinite Minp can 
be expreffed, adequately to the dignity 
of the fubject, but in the following man- 
ner ?——Whither feall I go from thy pre- 


fence? If I climb up into heaven, thou art 


there! If 1 go down to bell, lo, thou art 
there alfa! If I take wings, and fry to- 
avard the morning, or remain in the uttere 
mot parts of the avefiern ocean; even there 
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alfc—the poet does not fay frall find 


thee, but far more forcibly and emphati- 
cally—thy right hand feall hold me. With 
what majelty and magnificence is the 
CREATOR of the world, before 
whom the whole univerfe is reprefented 
as nothing, nay, lefs than nothing and 
vanity, introduced making the tollowing 
fublime inquiry? Who bath meafured the 
nvaters in the hollow of his hand? and 
meted out heaven with a fpan, and compre- 
bended the dufi of the earth in a meafure, 
and weighed the mountains in frales, and 
the hills in a balance? Produce me, Te- 
rentianus, any image or defcription in 
Plato himfelf, fo truly elevated and di- 
vine! Where did thele barbarians learn 
to {peak of GOD, in terms that a- 
Jone appear worthy of him? How con- 
temptible and vile are the deities of Ho- 
mer and Heliod, in comparifon of this 
ENOVAH of the illiterate Jews; 
vxefore whom (to ule this poet’s own 
words) all other gods are as a drop of a 
ucket, and are counted as the fnall duf? of 
the balance? 
Had I been acquainted with this won- 
derful volume, while I was writing my 
sreatile on the pathetic, could have in- 
riched my work with many ftrokes of e- 
loquence, more irrefiftibly moving than 
any I have borrowed from our three 
| great tragedians, or even from the ten- 
der Simenides himfelf. ‘The fame Mofes

on which we have fo often gazed with 
incxpreflible delight. That great artift 
has exprefled the concern of a bleeding 
and dying mother, left her infant who is 
creeping to her fide, fhould lick the 
blood that flows from her breatt, and 
mittake it for her milk. 

In the ninth book of the Iliad, Homer 
reprefents the horrors of a conquered ci- 
ty, by faying, that her heroes fhould be 
flain, her palaces overthrown, her ma- 
trons ravifhed, and her whole race en- 


| faved. But one of thefe Jewith poets, by 


a fingle circumftance has far more em- 
phatically pointed out the utter defolation 
of Babylon: J awill make a man more pre- 
cious than fine gold; even a fingle perfon 
than the golden wedge of Ophir. 

What feems to be principally excel- 
lent in thefe writers, is their {election of 
adjuncts and circumftances, upon 
each fubje&t, as are belt calculated to 
ftrike the imagination and embelli(h their 
defcriptions. Thus, they think it not 
enough to fay, that Babylon the glory of 
kingdoms, feall never more be inhabited ; 
but they add a picturefque ftroke, xe7- 
ther feall the Arabian pitch his tent there. 
The wild beafts of the iflands fhall cry in 
their defolate houfes, and dragons in their 
plealant palaces. 

You have heard me frequently ob- 
ferve, how much vifions or images, by 
which a writer feems to behold objects 
that are absent, or even non-exiltent, 
contribute to the true fublime. Fer this 
reaton I have ever admired Minerva’s 
{peech in the fitth book of the Iliad, 
where fhe tells her favourite Diomede, 
** that fhe will purge his eyes from the 
mits of mortality, and give him power 
clearly to difgern the gods that were at 
that time aflifting the Trojans, that he 
might not be guilty of the impiety of 
Wounding any of the celeftial beings, 
Venus excepted.” Obferve the fuperior 
ftrength and livelinefs of the following 
wnage: FE HOV A H (the tutelar God 
of the Jews) opened the eyes of the young 
man, and he faw; and behold, the moun- 
tain was full of horfer, aud charicts of fire, 
round about him! 

Do we ftart, and tremble, and turn 
pale, when Oreftes exclaims that the tu- 
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ries are rufhing forwards to feize him ? 
and fhall we be lefs aflected with the 
writer, who breaks out into the follow- 
ing queftion? Who is this that cometh 


from Edom, with dyed garments from Bef- 


ra? this that is glorious in his epparel, 
travelling in the greatne/s of his frength? 
——It is the avenging God of the oppreff- 
ed Jews, whom the poet imagines he be- 
holds, and whole anfwer tollows. J 
that am mighty to fave. Vb berefore 
(refumes the poet) art thou red in thine 
apparel, and thy garments like him that 
treadeth in the wine-fat ?——I] have tred- 
den the wine-pre/s alone, (anitwers the 
Ged); and of the people there was none 
with me: for 1 will tread them in mine 
anger, and trample them in my fury, and 
their blood fhall be fprinkied upon my gar- 
ments, and I will fiain all my raiment. 
Another writer, full of the idea of that 
deftruétion with which his country’ was 
threatened, cries out, How long 
fee the fiandard, and hear the fiuna of the 
trumpet! And to reprefent total defola- 
tion, he adds, / beheld the earth, and lof 
it was without form, and void; and the 
heavens, and they had no light. 

Above all, Lam marvelloufly ftruck 
with the beauty and bolduefs of the pro- 
Jopopeias, and the rich variety of com- 
pariions, with which every page of thefe 
extraordinary writings abound. When 
I thall have pointed out a few of thefe to 
your view, I fhall think your curiofity 
will be fuficiently excited ‘to perufe the 
book itfelf from which they are drawn. 
And do not fufter yourtelt to be preju- 
diced againft it, by the reproaches, rail- 
lery, and fatyr, which I know my 
friend and dilciple Porphyry is perpetu- 
ally pouring upon the Jews. Farewel.

It is the peculiar privilege of poetry, 
not only to place material objects in the 
molt amiable attitudes, and to clothe 
them in the moft gracetul dreds, but alfo 
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to give life and motion to immaterial be- 
ings, and form, and colour, and action, 
even to abftradt ideas; to embody the 
VIRTUES, the VICES, and the Passt- 
ON: ; and to bring before our eyes, as on 
3 ape, every faculty of the human mind. 

Profopoperia, therefore, or per fonifi- 
cation, conducted with dignity and pro- 
priety, may be juftly eficemed one of the 
greaicit eforts ‘of the creative power of 
a warm and lively imagination. Of this 
figure many illuftrioys “examples may be 
produced from the Jewifh writers Ihave 
been fo earneitly recommending to your 
perulal; among whom every part and 
object of nature is animated, and en- 
dowed with fenfe, with paflion, and with 
language. 

To fay that the Eghtning obeyed the 
comman Mm of GO D, would of ufelf be 
futhciently fublime : but a Hebrew bard 
expretics this idea wich far greater energy 
ai lite: Canff thou fend lightnings, that 
Zbey may go, and fay unto thee, Here we 
ers!

Thefe confiderations cannot fail to kin- 


dle indignation in every breait ; and lam. 


confident they have already had the ef- 
tect to roufe the attention of the court, 
and balance a mifplaced compailion, not 
unnatural to humane minds, which fome- 
times blunts even the fword of juitice. 
But the protecutors do not expect to ob- 
tain a judgment againit the priioner in 
this court, upon any other foundaiion 
than a real conviction of his guilt, arifing 
from evidence, clear, unexceptionable, 
and agieeable to the laws of this coun- 
try. 

The laws of this country are favoura- 
ble, particularly favourable to perfons 
under trial for their life; and the profe- 
cutors are willing to allow the prifoner 
the full benefit of every advantage that 
thefe laws, or the practice of the court, 
can pive him a title to. 

This being the cafe, I cannet omit 
obferving, how improperly the prifoner 
has reited the preateft weight of his de- 
fence upon clamorous aflertions, of un- 
fair advantages and unlawful oppreilion 
upon the part of the profecutors. 

For, 1. Though they were founded on 
truth, they would not amount to a de- 
fence againit the libel. One crime can- 
not compeafate another, nor an injury 
received trom the profecutor, wipe away 
the guilt of the prifoner. 

But, 2. Thefe are meafures fo incon- 
fiftent with that glorious {pirit of liberty 
that reigns even among the rulers in this 
age and nation, fo incontitent with the 
known mildnefs and clemeney of his 
Majeity’s government, and the unfortu- 
nate circumiltances of the private profe- 
cutors in this trial, that 1 can hardly per- 
fuade myfelf it would be necellary to 
make a more particular aniwer to thefe 
complaints. 

NeverthelefS, as Iam fenfible that no- 
thing is more infeparable from noble and 
generous minds, than a dchre to throw 
every atom into the balance on the fide 
of the diltreiicd, while there remains a
